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A Profile of CGS Institutions, 1991 



Introduction 

This Profile of CGS Institutions presents information on graduate enrollment by 
gender and enrollment status — as well as total graduate degrees awarded — for CGS member 
institutions that participated in the 1991 CGS/GRE Survey of Graduate Enrollment. 1 Tne 
Enrollment Survey is mailed each year to the approximately 650 institutions that are 
members of the Council of Graduate Schools or one of the four regional graduate 
associations affiliated with CGS. 2 

Institutions are listed alphabetically. The graduate enrollment reported by each 
institution for fall 1991 is shown, followed by the percentage distribution by gender and 
enrollment status. Finally, the number of master's and/or doctoral degrees granted in 
academic year 1990-91 is given. 

A summary table of total graduate enrollment and degrees awarded for all institutions 
profiled is presented on page ii, followed by a chart describing the distribution of the 
institutions by total graduate enrollment. Details on institution participation in the 1991 
Survey, as well as a sample Survey data sheet, are provided in the appendixes A and B, 
respectively. 

As a companion to this printed report, the database upon which the report is based is 
also available on diskette without charge to CGS members. The diskette is in IBM-PC 
format and can be obtained in 3 1/2" or 5 1/4" sizes. Files on the diskette are in both Lotus 
1-2-3 and ASCII format. In addition to the data presented in the report, the data files 
contain information on institutional characteristics such as institutional control, highest degree 
granted, and Carnegie Classification. 

The Profile of CGS Institutions, 1991 is presented by CGS for the benefit of graduate 
administrators. Comments or suggestions for improving this presentation are welcome. 



The survey population of the CGS/GRE Survey of Graduate Enrollment is limited to U.S. institutions. Data 
for Canadian institutions were those submitted to Statistics Canada and reported by the Canadian Association for 
Graduate Studies in Statistical Report 1992 (Christopher Sharpe, Memorial University of Newfoundland, author). 
Not all U.S. CGS institutions responded to the 1991 Survey. See Appendix A.
